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The Upland City Council unanimous- 
ly approved an interim city budget for 
fiscal 1982-83 Monday, forecasting fur- 
ther cuts in state monies and reduc- 
tions in city services. 


The Proposed Resource Allocations 
details expenditures of $22,199,439 for 
the coming year, but lists revenues of 
$19,548,263, which would result in a 
deficit of $2,651,176. 


The expenditure total is up nearly 
$2.5 million, or 12 percent above last 
year, while revenues are up $13,000, 
less than 1 percent above last year. 
City Manager Lee Travers. said this 
budget will serve only to continue city 
operations until the governor signs the 
state budget, after which time the 
council’s finance committee can hold 
hearings and set a final budget. 


No one came forward at the public 
hearing, and the council approved 
spending Upland’s $289,000 in General 
Revenue Sharing Funds in public safe- 
ty allocations — police and fire protec- 
tion. Travers noted this figure is down 
about $30,000 since last year. 


In other action, the council adopted a 
resolution urging the state Legislature 
delay enforcement of the California 
Energy Commission’s new Residential 
Energy Conservation Standards from 
1982 to 1984. 

Acting building official Art Campa 
told the council his department cannot 
enforce these new regulations if they 
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take effect next month as proposed. 
“There is no way we could honestly 

enforce these regulations by July 13,” 

he said. ‘‘There are quite a few 


changes in tne standards and they’re | 
very, very restrictive... Two additional : 


persons might cover it.” 


The building standards relate to 
technical energy-saving improvements 
in new homes, homes that require 
inspection by city officials. Campa said 


his department will not only have to | 


hire new personnel, but will have to 
attend six months of instruction to 
understand the new regulations. 


The council was most disturbed when 
they heard the new regulations could 
add between $2,000 and $3,000 to the 
cost of a new home, according to 
building industry estimates. Mayor 
John McCarthy noted state officials 
complain about the lack of low-cost 
housing, ‘‘and then they mandate 
something like this that just inflates 
the cost of the homes.” 


The council also unanimously ap- 
proved final adoption of the Redevelop- 
ment Plan for Project Area No. 1 by 
second reading of a city ordinance. 
Members of the Citizens for Open 
Government announced they were 
planning a referendum to allow Upland 
oe the opportunity to vote on the 
plan.

Funding proposal hits snag 


The proposed measure to assess 
pee in the West End and part of 

ontana to raise flood-control funds hit 
a snag Monday before the county 
Board of Supervisors. 

After a review, the county counsel’s 
office found the language of the mea- 
sure worked out by a West End adviso- 
ry committee unacceptable because it 
implies that the cities would have 
control over the $50 million raised in 
the 10-year program. 

The advisory committee to Zone 1 of 

the county Flood Control District was 
to meet this morning to seek revisions 
on the language. 
John Shone, deputy county adminis- 
trator for public works, said Monday, 
“It may kill it. It may be a dead duck 
by tomorrow.” 

The phrase in the proposed measure 


says, “The funds collected will be- 


expended on Flood Control District 
facilities for each city as prioritized by 
each city and for the unincorporated 
area of said zone in proportion to the 


regional projects.” 

County Counsel Alan Marks said his 
office found no problem with the 
planned split — 87 percent to projects 
in the cities and 13 percent to regional 

rojects — but could not approve 
anguage suggesting the cities con- 
trolled the funds. 

“It makes it sound like it’s the cities’ 
money, and it’s really flood control’s,”’ 
he said, referring to the Flood Control 
District. 

City officials have insisted that funds 
raised be spent according to city prior- 
ities and drafted language to reflect 
that desire. 

Both Shone and Marks noted the 
cities could reach agreements with the 
Flood Control District before the elec- 
tion on how to spend the money, 
without tying that to the ballot lan- 
guage itself. 

In other action, the board set next 
Tuesday as the hearing date for forma- 
tion of Special Zone W for the flood- 
control assessments.

Upland man sets world 
record on video game

His fingers are still a little sore from 
the seemingly endless hours of rolling

He broke the old score Sunday just 
after 4 a.m., and continued to play 
until nearly 9:30. His tentative goal 
was to play about 50 hours to score 75 
million points. But the machine’s sec- 
ond breakdown took its toll on Kuss- 
man’s spirit, and the game overtook 
bir just short of two-days of non-stop 
play. 

Actually, the machine kept playing 
while Kussman took short breaks. He 
was able to accumulate enough score 
during regular play — building “‘ci- 
ties’? — that he could walk away from 
the machine for about five minutes 
every few hours. He would meditate, 
eat, rest outside in the sun; the manag- 
er of a nearby store gave him a rub- 
down to rejuvenate his muscles.

Chaffey College trustees authorized a 


“blank check” to their business man- 


ager last Thursday night, allowing him 


to update the tentative budget for next 


year before it is forwarded to the 
county superintendent on July 1. 

The most specific picture trustees 
could view was a gloomy tentative one, 
estimating college spending obligations 
at $1.1 million more than it receives. 


According to that picture only, col- 
lege expenditures are estimated at 
$19.7 million for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, about $1 million more than 
the previous year. Yet the college will 
receive virtually the same amount of 
income as it did the year before. 


College coffers will begin the 1982-83 
year with $726,400 left over from the 
previous year, and expect an infusion 
of $18.1 million. 

The bulk of college income, a state 


er, is $400,000 less than the previous 
year, business manager Don Sorsabal 
reported earlier. 

But college expenses have not stood 
still, with the most dramatic hike over 
last year coming from salary and 
benefit increases. Multi-year contracts 
were negotiated with both faculty and 
staff during the last school session that 
will add $814,600 to the payroll next 
year alone. 

Chaffey’s skimpy year-end reserve 
was carved from an initial budget in 
the red last summer, accomplished 
with the lay-off of 15 members of the 
non-teaching staff, a pared operating 
budget, fewer part-time instructors 
and the furlough of five instructors 
next year. 

Chaffey’s fiscal troubles, compound- 
ed by deficit spending by previous 
administrations, are magnified this 
year by a huge state budget shortfall 
somewhere between $1 and $4 billion.

Community colleges’ fiscal crisis is 
doubly compounded by the passage of 
tax indexing propositions in the June 8 
election, which may pare even more 
from promised state income. 

‘Preliminary estimates of the im- 
pact of the reduction are so significant 
that the operation of this district may 
be seriously impaired,’ Chaffey’s busi- 
ness manager Sorsabal said in a memo 
to trustees.

San Bernardino County unveiled a 
budget Monday of almost $539 million 
with an overall increase of 5.8 percent 
for most county programs and a net 
reduction of 275 positions. 

County Administrative Officer Rob- 
ert Rigney outlined the budget for the 
county Board of Supervisors and told 
them they would face difficult deci- 
sions before approving the spending 
plan in its final form. 

The supervisors adopted the pro- 
posed budget for purposes of holding 
public hearings. The initial hearing 
will be July 19 in the board room in 
San Bernardino. 

Facing a ole aig deficit of nearly 
$12 million back in February for the 
coming fiscal year, the board imposed 
a hiring freeze and directed county 
departments to make cuts of 15 percent 
for the new budget. Fiscal 1982-83 
starts Thursday. 

Rigney said the departments submit- 
ted spending plans meeting that 15 
percent cut, which amounted to almost 
$20 million. In workshops with depart- 
ment officials in recent weeks, Rigney 
went about the task of restoring $5.5 
million to the budget outlined Monday. 

That left the board with $3 million 
unallocated that supervisors will consi- 
der for possible distribution, and still

keep the budget in balance, during the 
hearings. County departments have 
submitted a list of requests for fund- 
ing, not now part of the budget, total- 
ing more than $23 million. Other 
requests are expected from private 
organizations. 

Lynn Kirkhofer, assistant county ad- 
ministrative officer for budget and 
finance, noted that the budget contains 
uncertainties because the Legislature 
has not yet approved the state budget. 
Particularly up in the air are funds for 
welfare, menial health and Medi-Cal 
hospital expenses. 

The county general fund amounts to 

-1 million, a 5.8 percent increase 
over the budget adopted last year. 
Kirkhofer said special county funds 
add $83.6 million, the capital construc- 
tion fund $7.9 million and $38.2 million 
for special districts. 

The total comes to $538.8 million, an 
overall increase of 4.5 percent. Kirkho- 
fer said that figure is somewhat mis- 
leading because funding for the new 
county center in San Bernardino and 
the Foothill Communities Law and 
Justice Center in Rancho Cucamonga 
is no longer reflected in the budget.
